A  postmaster  is  re- 
quired to  notify  by  Utter  (returning  the  paper 
does  not  answer  the  Iaw)when  a  subscriber  dees 
not  take  his  paper  from  the  office  and  state  the 
reason  lor  its  not  being  taken :  and  a  nejjle<;t 
to  do  so  makes  the  po»t-ma«ter  rmponMe  to 
the  publisher  for  the  payment, 

2.  Any  person  who  takes  a  paper  regularly 
from  the  post-office — whether  directed  to  his 
name  or  another — whether  he  has  subscribed 
or  not  is  responsible  for  the  pay. 

3.  If  a  person  oi  Jers  his  paper  discontinued 
he  roust  pay  all  arrearages,  or  the  publisher 
may  continue  to  send  it  until  payment  is  made 
and  collect  the  whole  amoant,  whether  it  is  ta- 
ken from  the  post  office  or  not !  There  can  be 
no  legal  discontinuance  until  the  payment  is 
made. 

4.  If  the  subscriber  orders  his  paper  to  be 
stopped  at  a  certain  time,  and  the  publisher 
continues  to  send  it,  the  subscriber  is  bound 
t«  pay  for  it,  if  he  takei  it  out  o/lfte  pott  office.

His  wife  and  daughters 
have  done  their  duty,  and  no  light  duty 
has  it  been.  Through  the  long  and  cold 
winter  they  did  the  chores,  foddered  ten 
or  twelve'  head  of  cattle,  milked  five 
cows,  &c.  With  such  an  example,  who 
shall  say  that  our  mothers  and  daughters 
do  not  possess  the  spirit  of  our  revolu- 
tionary sires.  In  addition,  such  an  ex- 
ample ought  to  shame  many  of  our  young 
men,  who  are  lounging  around  stores 
and  saloons,  into  the  ranks.  —  Columbus

vafe  letter  written  by  Ur.  Cfeorge  T. 
May,  -wlio  aocdmpanies  Captiiin  Bannjng, 
the  chief  eooimlssary  of  tSenera!  Chrtis' 
army.  The  letter  Is  deecriptive  of  %e 
martifa  from  DaitesTHIe  tolJden*,  Ark,, 
and  is  dated  At  the  latter  place  :   ' 

Day  before  yesterday  (July  14)1  had 
an  adventure  which  I  will  relate  as  briefly 
as  possible.     I  was  beeind  the  rear  divi- 
sion  of   our 'army,  with   four  six-aiulo 
teams  and  a  squad  of  ten  men  to  oc^ect 
bacon,  sug,'ir;d:c,,«nd   when  about  four 
miles  from  camp  learned  from  a  negro 
boy    that    soma    sixteen    men  of    the 
neighborhood  were  armed  and  out  look- 
ing for  us,  for  the  purpose,  ns  the  negro 
said,  "  of  killing  the  Yankees."     1  sent 
two  men  back  to  camp  for  reinforcements 
and  moved    on  with   the  train  and  the 
eight  remaining  men,  trusting    t'nat  we 
would  be  able,  having  far  better  arms, 
to  clean  out  any  sixteen  secesh.     I  went 
on  two  miles  further,   collected  a  lot  of 
bacon,  and  was  about  to   leave  the  farm 
on  which  the  meat  was   found,  when  my, 
party    was  surrounded    by  fron4  80  to 
lOO  Texan    Rangers.      Tho  men    after 
delivering  their  fire  at  the  rebels,  ske- 
daddled for  their  lives.     I  was  on  foot, 
having  left   my   horse    in  front  of  the 
farmhouse  some  distance  back,  and  con- 
cluded to  stand  my  ground  and  not  at- 
tempt to  run,   as    I    was    very    much 
fatigue^.      Tho  shot  flew  thick  and  fast 
around  me,  but   I  succeeded  in   getting 
into  the  farmhouse  to  await  the  result 
which  was   to    my    mind    certain    and 
speedy  death.     After  some  fifty  or  sixty 
shots  had  been  fired,  and  I  concluded  all 
my  boys  had  been  killed,  the  aeceih  rode 
up  to  the  farmhouse,  and  as  good  fortune 
would  have  it,  the  first  men  who   came 
up   were  the    Captain    and   Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  the  confederate  service,  who 
was  along  on  a  deUiched   service.      The 
Captain  called  to  me,  and  I  .vent  out  and 
met   him  on  equal    terms,  inquired  his 
name,  and  said  that  I  presumed  I  was  his 
prisoner.     He  said  "  yes,"  but  that  he 
did  not  wish  to  take  me  along.      I   in- 
quired   how    about  the    two    wounded 
men  who  had  been  brought  in,  and  the 
reply  was  we  would  all  be  paroled.     I 
demurred  to  the   parole  on  the  ground 
that  I  was  a   civillian,  and  Lieut.   Col. 
Chappall, the  rebel  oflficfer,  took  tho  proper 
view  of  tho  subject  nnd  allowed  ni9  full 
liberty  to  go  when  and  where  I  pleased, 
and  to  take  care  of  my  (XinttA  and  wonna- 
ed  men.     Our  lease  of  life  all  the  time, 
and  mine  particularly,  was  not  worth  a 
moment's  purchase,   for  if  any   of  the 
privates  had  come  up  first,  they  would 
have  shot  us  down   without  any  hesita- 
tion, their  policy  being  to  take  no  pris- 
oners. 

Our  loss  was  one  killed  and  three 
wounded,  and  one  soldier  and  two  team- 
sters taken  prisoners. 

You  may  imagine  I  was  glad  to  escape 
from  this  scrape  so  cheaply.

You  will 
have  to  stay  in  camp  with  me,  and  take 
such  fare  as  we  have.'  So  the  father, 
having  no  choice,  concluded  to  stay. 
Supper  was  soon  brought  on  j  it  con- 
sisted of  good  bread  (they  were  out  of 
meat  just  then)  and  tolerable  coffee, 
black  as  your  hat,  *  Is'  there  no  milk 
here  t '  queried  the  astonished  father. 
'  Plenty,'  replied  the  son  j  '  but  they 
wouldn^t  let  us  have  a  drop  to  save  our 
lives.'  So  the  father  ate  his  bread  and 
sipped  his  coffee,  wondering  if  rebels  in 
a  region  under  loyal'  rule  were  ever  al- 
lowed to  bully  their  conquerors  so  be- 
fore.

Governor  Dennison,  Gurley,  and  the 
rest  of  the  Ohio  committee,  hod  a  long 
interview  with  Captain  Fox,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  tlie  Navy,  on  Saturday. — 
They  represented  the  exposed  condition 
of  Ohio  and  Indiana  alontr  the  Kentucky 
border,  and  that  no  military  force,  how- 
ever large  and  well  managed,  could  ad- 
equately protect  tlic  whole  border  from 
such  incursions  of  guorrilliia  as  the  re- 
cent one  into  Indiana,  which  tend  to  keep 
the  country  in  constant  alarm,  and  feed 
the  hopes  and  revive  (he  courage  of  sc- 
ce'ssionista  throughout  Kentucky.  They 
department  very  cor- 
dial in  co-operating  in  their  views. 

It  was  believed  that  there  was  no 
way  so  elTectnally  for  guarding  the  bor- 
der as  an  efficient  gunljoat  force  cm  the 
Ohio  river.  After  a  full  conference, 
therefore,  the  Navy  department  prom- 
ised the  committee  as  many  gunboats 
for  service  exclusively  on  the  Ohio  riv- 
er as  they  wanted.  Ten  small  boats, 
drawing  ten  feet,  have  already  been  se- 
lected and  inspected  by  agents  of  the 
Navy  Department.  Captain  Fox  prom- 
ised that  a  heavy  fordfc  should  at  once 
be  set  at  work  to  cut  tlicse  boats  down, 
put  on  thick  wood  bulwarks,  and  plate 
with  iron,  after  the  most  approved  raod- 
cls.  Each  boat  is  calculated  to  carry 
two  guns  and  be  able  to  patrol  the  Ohio, 
river  anywhere  from  the  mouth  to  Pitts-

Of  a  similar  clmraoter.  th^Migh  if  possi 
ble.  worse,  are  the  .sentiments  uttered  at 
the  Democratic  State  Convention  of  In- 
diana, which  was  held  at  Indianapolis,  on 
the  30th  July,  The  principal  speakers 
there,  were  Messrs,  WickliflTe  of  Ken- 
tucky, Carlisle  of  Virginia,  and  Richard- 
son of  Illinois.  From  an  analysis  of 
their  speeches,  the  Chicago  Post  deduces 
the  following  as  the  points  argued  and 
sustained  : 

1st.  That  the  Republican  party  is  so 
tinged  with  abolition,  that  it  is  impossi- 
ble''to  discriminate  between  what  is,  and 
what  is  not,  abolition. 

2d.  That  no  Democrat  can  conscien- 
tiously or  patriotically  be  a  Republican. 
3d.  That  if  the  war  be  made  a  Repub- 
lican war,  it  necessarily  becomes  an  Ab- 
olition war,  and  no  Democrat  can  or 
ought  to  have  anything  to  do  with  it, 

4th.  If  the  Democracy  do  not  partici- 
pate in  the  war,  the  Republicans  cannot 
carry  it  on  alone ;  a  division  of  the  Un- 
ion will  be  inevitable,  and  in  that  divi- 
sisn  the  West  has  greater  interests  in  an 
alliance  with  the  South  than  with  aboli- 
tionized  New  England, 

Upon  these  points,  the  Post,  whose  ed- 
itor was  the  friend  and  biographer  ot 
Douglas,  remarks  : 

This  is  a  fair  synopsis  of  the  collected 
utterances  at  Indianapolis  :  some  of  the 
speakers  said  one  thing,  and  the  others 
the  rest,  but  taking  all  the  speeches  to- 
gether, their  substance  is  as  we  have  sta- 
ted. 

We  have  no  purpose  of  arguing  i-ither 
of  these  points.  Admit  tHem  all  to  be 
true,  and  what  then  ?- 

Suppose  the  Republican  party  to  be 
an  abolition  party  through  and  through, 
and  suppose  no  Democrat  can  ever  be  a 
Republican,  what  theory    affecting  this 
war  do  those  facts  furnish  ?     We  do  not 
understand  how  this  war  can  become  any 
kind  of  a  war  but   one.       It   was   com- 
menced   by  the    rebels  to    dissolve  the 
Union.     If  hi  the  suppression  of  the  war 
commenced  for   such   a  purpose,  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  sweep  slavery  out  of 
existence,  the  war  does  not  thereby  be- 
come an  abolition  war,  any  more  than  it 
would  become  a  war  of  extermination  if 
our  a.'-mies  were  compelled  to  sacrifice 
the  lives  of  a  garrison   who  refused  to 
surrender.     The  moment  the  rebels  will 
give  up,  our  word  for  it  Mr,  Lincoln  and 
the   Republican  party  will   very  gladly 
make  peace  on   any  constitutional  basis. 
The  war  therefore  is  not  in  the  hands  of 
the  Republicaus  or  of  the  North.     It  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  rebels  ;    while    they 
persist  in  fighting  they,  create  or  destroy 
the  necessity  of   the   government  doing 
this  or  that  military  act.     Let  them  lay 
down  their  arms  and  there  will  Ijeno  abr 
olitioB  or  any  other  kind  of  war.'

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  pri- 
vate letter  written  by  Mr.  George  T, 
May,  who  accompanies  CaptiiiD  Bannjng, 
the  chief  cotrimlssary  of  General  Clirtis' 
army.  The  letter  !s  descriptive  of  l!he 
nrareh  from  Datesrifle  toTfelena,  Ark,, 
and  is  dated  at  the  latter  place  : 

Day  before  yesterday  (July  14)  I  had 
an  adventure  which  I  will  relate  as  briefly 
as  possible.     I  was  beeind  the  rear  divi- 
sion  of   our  jarmy,  with   four  six-mulo 
teams  and  a  squad  of  ten  men  to  collect 
bacon,  sugar;  d:c.,^itMi  when  about  four 
miles  from  camp  learned  from  a  negro 
boy    that    soms    sixteen     men  of    the 
neighborhood  were  armed   and  out  look- 
ing for  us,  for  the  purpose,  as  the  negro 
said,  "  of  killing  the  Yankees,"     1  sent 
two  men  back  to  camp  for  reinforcements 
and  moved    on  with   the  train  and  the 
eight  remaining  men,  trusting    that  we 
would  be  able,  having  far  better  arms, 
to  clean  out  any  sixteen  secesh,     I  went 
on  two  miles  further,   collected  a  lot  of 
bacon,  and  was  about  to   leave  the  farm 
on  which  the  meat  was   found,  when  jny, 
party    was  surrounded    by  fron;  80  to 
lOO  Texan    Rangers,      The  men    after 
delivering  their  fire  at  the  rebels,  ske- 
daddled for  their  lives.     I  was  on  foot, 
having  left   my   horse    in  front  of  the 
farmhouse  some  distance  back,  and  con- 
cluded to  stand  my  ground  and  not  at- 
tempt to   run,   as    I    was    very    much 
fatigue<J.      The  shot  flew  thick  and  fast 
around  me,  but   I  succeeded  in   getting 
Into  the  fiirmbouse  to  await  the  result 
which  was   to    my    mind    certain    and 
speedy  death.     After  some  fifty  or  sixty 
shots  had  been  fired,  and  I  concluded  all 
my  boys  had  been  killed,  the  secesh  rode 
lip  to  the  farmhouse,  and  as  good  fortune 
would  have  it,  the  first  men  who   came 
up   were   the    Captain    and   Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  the  confederate  service,  who 
was  along  on  a  detached   service.      The 
Captain  called  to  me,  and  I  v.entoutand 
met   him  on  equal    terms,  inquired  his 
name,  and  said  that  I  presumed  I  was  his 
prisoner.     He  said  "  yes,"  but  that  he 
did  not  wish  to  take  me  along.      I   in- 
quired   how    about  the    two    wounded 
men  who  had  been  brought  in,  and  the 
reply  was  we  would  all  be  paroled.     I 
demurred  to  the   parole  on  the  ground 
that  I  was  a   civillian,  and  Lieut.   Col. 
Chappall.the  rebel  ofTicfer,  took  the  proper

ed  men.  Our  lease  of  life  all  the  time, 
and  mine  particularly,  was  not  worth  a 
moment's  purchase,  for  if  any  of  the 
privates  had  come  up  first,  tliey  would 
have  shot  us  down  without  any  hesita- 
tion, their  policy  being  to  take  no  pris- 
oners. 

Our  loss  was  one  killed  and  three 
wounded,  and  one  soldier  and  two  team- 
sters taken  prisoners. 

You  may  imagine  I  was  glad  to  escape 
from  this  scrape  so  cheaply. 


Colored   Laborers     for   IflcClel- 
lan's  Army*

A  letter  in  the   N.  Y 
Harrison's  Landing,  s.iy8 : 

Tht;  steamer  South  America  arrivved 
here  yesterday,  with  about  600  colored 
laborers  under  charge  of  Mr.  W.  B. 
Cook.  They  were  brought  from  Nor- 
folk, Portsmouth,  Fortress  Monroe  and 
Newport  News.  At  the  latter  place  a 
squad  of  tweniy-fivc  cavlary  were  sent 
with  Mr.  Cook  to  scour  tho  neighboring 
ct)untry  and  pick  up  every  contraband 
they  could  find.  Their  arrival  in  camp 
yesterday  created  much  amusement  from 
their  display  of  dress  and  tho  nature  of 
the  bundles  with  which  every  one  oi  them 
was  provided.  There  are  about  450 
effective  men  among  them,  the  rest  being 
women  and  children  belonging  to  tho 
party.  "NV^e  are  just  finding  out  that  we 
have  use  for  those  men,  and  I  am  in- 
formed tlio  South  America  returns  to-day 
for  another  cargo.    . 


What  tlie  Blacks  Have  Done. 

From  the  New  York  Evening  Post. 

The  blacks  are,  and'  have   constantly 
proved    themselves  our    friends.     They 
have  served  us  at  every  turn ;  a  black 
man,  at  the  risk  of  his  life,  piloted  Gen. 
Burnside  to  the  only  undefended  landing 
on  Roanoke  Island  ;  a  Wack  saved  a  large 
part    of  Gen.  Banks'  army  from  what 
would  have  been  a  fatal  surprise ;  a  black 
man  risked  a  horrible  death  to  bring  cot 
to  us  from  the  chief  nest  of  the  rebels,  one 
of  the  most  valuable  steamers ;  in  North 
Carolina  they  have  traveled  hundreds  of 
miles  from  the  inter4or,  to  bring    news 
they  thought  valuable ;  on  the  South  Car- 
olina coast,  the  information  our  comman- 
ders have  received  from  them  has  been  of 
the  utmost  value,  and  has  been  coranui- 
nicated  at  the  most   desperate  hazards; 
wherever  -they  have  been  encouraged  or 
even  permitted,  they  have  served  us.     -

We  have  just  seen  a  worthy  citizen 
who'  went  down  to  Suffolk,  Virginia,  a 
few  days  since  to  see  his  son  in  the  Union 
forces  stationed  there,  and  this  was  part 
of  his  experience : 

"  Suffolk  is  the  petty  center  of  a  strong 
slave-holding  county  (Nansemond)which 
has  been  for  some  weeks  in  the  peaceful 
po.sse8sion  of  our  troops.  Fifty  stacks 
of  good  fresh  hay  stood  in  plain  sight, 
but  our  hor.ses  were  fed  on  hay  brought 
from  New  York  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than 
140  per  tun.  Our  friend,  having  spent 
some  hours  with  his  son,  proposed  to  go 
into  the  village  and  find  supper  and 
lodging  at  a  tavern.  His  sou  stared. 
'  wliy,  they  wouldn't  give  you  .suppor  or 
lod-^iiig  there  for  any  money.  You  will 
have  to  stay  in  camp  with  me,  and  take 
such  fare  as  we  have.'  So  the  father, 
having  uo  choice,  concluded  to  stay. 
Supper  was  soon  brought  on  j  it  con- 
sisted of  good  bread  (they  were  out  of 
meat  just  then)  and  tolerable  coffee, 
black  as  your  hat  '  Is'  there  no  milk 
here "? '  queried  the  astonished  father. 
'  Plenty,'  replied  the  son  j  '  but  they 
wouldn't  let.  u8  have  a  drop  to  save  our 
lives.'  So  the  father  ate  his  bread  and 
sipped  his  coffee,  wondering  if  rebels  in 
a  region  under  loya^  rule  were  ever  al- 
lowed to  bully  their  conqusrors  so  be- 
fore.    And  he  came  away  wondering. 

We  rejoice  in  the  faith  that  this  is  to 
be  endured  no  longer.  The  new -Confis- 
cation act  and  Gen.  Pope's  Oi-der  brings 
us  very  near  the  end  of  it. — vA^.  Y.  IVtA-.

Rolls  are  prepared  of  those  liable  to  serve 
—able-bodied  men  between  the  ««e»  of 
18  and  45—  And\he  requisite  number  of 
names  ai'e  drawn  by  lot  in'the  presence 
of  prescribed  officials.  The  persons 
drawn  are  notified  aujigiven  opportunity 
to  prove  themselves  cxen>pt,  or  provide 
suitable  substitutes,  failing  in  which  they 
are  compelled  to  serve,  or  submit  to 
heavy  penalties,  gtoerally  imprison- 
ment.

It  is  to  be 
a  war  of  action,  not  of  diplomacy  and 
soft  words— a  war  whose  resistless  track 
will  be  marked  with  blood,  instead  of 
toadyism  and  parlor  blandishments. 

The  call  for  600,000  more  men.  with 
the  order  for  an  immediate  draft  and  an 
entire  change  in  the  conduct  of  the  war, 
indicate  a  terrible  earnestness  which  in- 
spires every  heart.  It  shows  a  deter- 
mination to  end  this  strife  at  once  by  the 
only  legitimate  means— the  cutting  ofT 
of  the  tail  of  this  infernal  rebellion  just 
behind  the  ears!  The  draft  is  an  enor- 
moas  One  npon  the  people,  yet  it  is  hail- 
ed with  delight.  It  brings  the  war 
nearer  to  the  people  than  ever  before — 
making  it  a  personal  matter  to  every 
man  capable  of  carrying  a  mnsket — and 
in  this  there  is  hope  fur  the  Govern- 
ment  which  has  iiever  before  been  felt. 
Every  man  now  feels  that  he  is  a  part 
and  parcel  of  the  war — that  he  has  a 
penonality  in  its  results,  and  that  he  has 
sacrifices  to  make  either  in  the  field  or 
in  the  care  and  support  of  those  left  be- 
hind. This  is  the  spirit  which  will  save 
the  country — without  it  the  country 
would  hardly  be  worth  saving. 

Within  sixty  days  the  grandest  army 
ever  marshaled  under  the  shinmg  sun, 
will  be  in  the  field.  A  million  men — free, 
intelligent  men— deeply  imbued  with 
love  of  Liberty,  Truth  and  Justice,  and 
strong  in  an  unfaltering  faith  in  God  and 
the  rights  of  man,  will  march  over  the 
revolting  States  as  the  tornado  sweeps 
over  the  plane.  The  momentous  hour 
has  come  ;  the  people  are  prepared  for 
the  work  ; — let  us  trust  in  God  to  sup- 
ply the  instrument.  Beyond  the  mist 
and  clouds  and  darkness  by  which  we 
have  been  surrounded,  we  can  see  a 
beautitui  bow  of  promise  arching  our 
national  horizon.  Great  sacrifices  m  ust 
be  made,  but  the  hopes  of  the  world — 
all  that  is  valuable  to  Americans  in  this 
life-rdemand  the  sacrifice.

Only  twenty  months  ago  our  navy 
consisted  of  but  eighty  vessels  of  war, 
one  third  of  which  were  steamers ;  with- 
in the  past  year  we  have  eontlntcted 
nearly  aa  BMOy  vessels  as  tkm  entire 
numbar  of  ships  on  tjie  naval  Register 
of  I8«l. 

Then  a«  bad  but  8,000  aailors  and 
marinea.    Now  we  have  over  23,000. 

Tha  exhibit  also  shows  that  while  all 
these  vessels  with  the  exception  of  the 
iron-clad  frigates,  are  afloat,  and  so 
many  are  engaged  in  the  blockade,  the 
American  flag  is  still  represented  abroad. 
The  Mediteranean  Squadron  has  880 
men  and  63  guns. 

The  Pacific  Squadron  is  composed  of 
eight  first  class  war  vessels  (1,670  men.) 
And  our  interests  at  Brazil  and  in  the 
East  Indias  are  still  looked  after  by  ves- 
sels of  war.

postmaster  would  be  insurmountable  to 
any  one  ofa  less  genial  disposition  than 
W.  B.  llaslett,  of  the  62d  Penn.  Reg., 
who  is  the  indefatigable  postmaster  at 
Jlead-Qu.irtcrs.  He  is  ably  assisted  by 
his  son  iiobert,  and  Mr.  ,J.  G.  Coolev, 
of  the  same  regiment,  who  are  ever  at- 
tentive to  their  many  onerous  duties. — 
Messrs.  Geo.  B.  i'owle,  and  Harry 
Seingo  are  the  mail  agents  going  to  and 
returning  from  Fortress  Monroe  every 
alternate  day — one  going  down  while 
the  otlier  is  coming  up. 

With  the  exception  of  a  distance  of 
about  twenty  miles,  we  are  again  in  di- 
rect telegraphic  communication  with 
Washington.

The 
uniform  for  this  corps    i.s,  for  pri vale* ;* 
green  band  two  inches  broad  around  the 
cap,    a   green    half   chevron,  two  inches 
biuad,  on    e:.cli    tiiiii,  above    the   elbow, 
and  they  are  to  be  armed  with  rcvwlvers. 
Non-comsnisaionod  ofSccrs    the  same  as 
privates,  except  that   th.y  are  to  wear  a 
full  i;  stead   of  a    half-ehevrr«i.     Let  us 
hope  tlijit  when  this  corps  shall   beeoane 
Well  versed    in  their  duties,  the  sick  and 
wounded    m:iy    receive   b<  ttcr  attention 
than  tliev  "eiierallv    have,  especially  du- 
ring  an  i-ng.'igeniciit.

Tho  charge  that  the  (Tovernment  had 
unreasouably  delayed  the  payment  of  of 
the  annuities  to  the  Sioux,  is  refuted  by 
the  fact  that  the  treaties  1851  fix  no  time 
in  the  year  at  whieh  the  annuities  are  to 
be  paid  the  Indians.  The  treaties  simply 
provide  that  payment  shall  be  made  an- 
uallij. 

It  h:is  been  usual,  when  funds  were 
ready,  to  send  out  runners  and  give  no- 
tice to  tho  Indiai'.sof  the  time  when  the 
payment  would  he  made.  No  such  no- 
tice had  been  given  the  Sioux,  and  there 
was  no  occasion  for  them  to  have  assem- 
bled at  the  agency  as  they  did.

Large  numbers  of  ofRcers  and  soldiers 
(do  not  confound  the  terms)  who  have 
been  away  on  furlough— and  some  who 
have  been  "absent  without  leave"  and 
were  "  raised  "  by  the  Provost  Guard — 
daily  arrive  from  the  North.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  even  three  thousand  of  this 
stamp  have  arrived  within  the  last  fort- 
night. As  fast  as  they  arrive  they  arc 
sent  off  «to  their  respective  regiments  and 
commence  their  military  duties  once 
more.
